<>f wmd suddenly grew strong and the 
Iftke* became rough. Water began 
licking the sldea of the boat, rolled 
higher and Into the bottom. The 
flihermen aurted balling water with 
their wdrincans but the boat cap- 
•lied forcing the four to leap Into 

the lake. ^ *

• Verdict "Accidental Drownina 
Coroner John 3. Taylor conducted 
Ahe-lnqueat Sunday night at Strang's 
Aineral home where death wwjfe 
" claffl^aue'to "accidental drowning. 
Coroner Taylor explained that most 
of the 124 Lake county drownings In 
the past alx years were found due to 
overloading boats and persona aUnd- 
iHK up In them.

IN BANKING BILL 



Business Men and Bankers Agree 
In Obiectinglo Political Con- 
trol Over Banks. 

AMENDM ENTS ARE SU GGESTED

mon cause tor criticism in thoe. pro- 
visions which- they agree would create 
the means tor undesirable political con- 
trol over the Federal R««;" Sj^'T 
and thereby over individual tank, 
throughout the United SUles, They 
have msde the point that thi. unde.lr. 
able condition would affect depo.itor. 
IQ banks even more than the banks 
themselves. , , 

Thit view has been stressed In criti- 
cisms by the Chamber of Commerce o 
the United Btatcs. and the question of 
nartlsan control over banking was tht 
«ntral theme ot a «tatement presented 
by n. S. Hecht. President ot the Amer- 
lean Bankers Association, who ap- 
peared hetore the Senate Sub-Commit- 
tee on Banking and Currency hearings 
here. Mr. Hecht declared that his or- 
ganization is actuated by a desire to be 
helptul to Congress "In enacting effec- 
tlre and workable banking legislation 
m the Interests of all our people. He 

■aid in part: 

"It it is anally decided that it Is nec- 
essary to carry this legislation through 
at this session, we are strongly of the 
opinion that special care should be 
taken to keep our credit control and 
banking mechanism free from any sort 
of poliUcal considerations. 

"In making this statement I do not 
wish to appear to question the pro- 
prlety of the Government's exerting a 
certain amount of control over banking 
operations so far as they affect the na- 
tlon's currency and general moneUry 
nollcy. Nor do wo object to broad pow- 
era ot supervision over the operation of 
our banking institutions because ot the 
seml-publlc rwponslbllitles they carry. 
But when it comes to such matters as 
the granting of credit and the making 
of Investments by. our banks, these are 
nuestlous of business policies that sure^ 
ly should not be under the sole conlrol 
of a board so constituted as to be de- 
pendent upon partisan or political con- 
siderations under any administration. 
The Ba»U of Sound Credit 
"The real conditions that create the 
necessity for the expansion or contrac- 
tion of credit arise Irom the needs ot 
agriculture. Industry and trade them- 
selves, wholly Independent ot the ad- 
ministrative policies of the party which 
happens to be In power. We feel that 
the financial requirements of the na- 
tion's business constitute a continuing 
economic process that Is not related to 
political changes. The fundamental 
principles of sound credit do not vary 
with variations in publlt- thought. Al 
experience teaches that the quality oE 
credit Is sound only so long as it Is 
based purely on the requirements ot 
<,ound bnsiness. It Is not sound when 
any other considerations or motives en- 
ter Into Its composition. 

-The Banking Act would centralire 
lu the Federal Reserve Board at Wash- 
ington means aimed to control the sup- 
ply of money in the country, which 
term Includes the sum total o^ currency 
in circulation and demand deposits in 
ths banks which become current 
lUrough checks. The powers which it Is 
proposed to give the Board are Intend- 
ed to enable It to influence the quantity 
of this deposit money through open 
market operations, the discount rati 
i and reserve requirements. 

The Need lor Independence 
"That Is the reason why we are so 
itroufily In favor ot making the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board a body of such In- 
(lependeme and prestige that It would 
be definitely removed from all politi- 
cal thought. Influence and dlcUtlon. Its 
members should be free to study and to 
act In accordance with the needs and 
conditions ot agriculture, industry and 
trade. The policies of the board shou^ 
have no reference lo the politics or the 
changes in politics of the national ad- 
ministration. 

"In our studies ot the bank bill, we 
have been strongly impressed with the 
tact that it would set up a situation un- 
der which the Federal Reserve Board 
and Its policies might be sublect to con- 
trol from the political administration 
of the country. In saying this I do not 
charge that it is the intention of the 
present administration to bring about 
any undue control over the nations 
banking mechanism. The point Is that 
if the bill passed as now proposed, op- 
portunity for control would be there 
for the use ot the present or whatever 
future administration might be in 
power. 

"Our criticisms of the bill are not 
aimed; therefore, at the motives ot the 
present administration, but they are 
wholly Impersonal and non-polltlcal 
and are aimed entirely al the basic 
principles Involved." ; 

Detirahlc ChaniJei Propoied 
Careful study by his organization 
Mr. Hecht said, had resulted In a num 
ber ot iuggestlons for constructive re 
visions In the bill which he iubmllted 
to Congrese, On ihi other hand, he dr 



dared that many of the chaugos pro- 
posed by the act In existing laws "are 
of a constructive nature and ahould 
have iho support ot bankers. It tho 
method of appointment and tho tenur* 
of office ot tho members ot the FcdcrM 
Reaervo Board. In whoso hands it l« 
planned to concentrate greater power 
than ever before, could be so altered as 
tn Insure, as far as possible, tho abso- 
lute independence ot the Board from 
partisan or political conslderallons. 
He added: 

Supreme Court ol Banklnl 
"flinoe Iho passage ot the Federal Re- 
lorve Act over 30 years ago. opinion In 
Congress and among bankers hoi been 
striving towards the Ideal of making 
tha Federal Reserve Board a body of 
such Independence and prestige that It 
might be described as the -Supreme 
Court of Finance and Banking. We be- 
lieve there is greater need now than 
ever before tor realising this Ideal."

"We have made It clear that we do 
not object to a measure ot public -con- 
trol in the national Interest tor proper 
coordination of our manifold credit 
operations." be said, "and we do not 
believe the sponsors ot tho legislation 
desire any political domination over 
these activities through our Federal 
Reserve System. 

"Under such circumstances we teei 
that our recommeMdatlons should be 
favorably acted upon because they 
would enable the reconstructed Federal 
Reserve Board to function freely as a 
nonpoUtlcal body actuated only by the 
dictates ot sound flnanclnl and eco- 
nomic policies conceived in the Inter 
est of all of our people. 

"The adoption ot our suggestions 
would both place operation ot the Fed- 
eral Reserve System wholly and dls- 
Unctly apart from the nuctualious and 
vicissitudes ot political condlUona and 
free from undue influence by banking 
opinion only. Such a solution would 
thus have a stablllilng and confldence 
inspiring effect on„tbe entire business 
situation." "''''''''' 

Banks Rapidly Reduce Debt , 



Although the sum of Jl.860.000.000 
has been advanced to banks and trust 
companies by the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation since It began op 
eratlons in February. 1932. down to 
April 30. 1935, these Institutions have 
repaid no less than $1,340,000,000. or 
more than 72^. This rate of repayment 
is reported as being considerably In ei- 
cess ot that made by any other type ot 
borrower. 

Loans were authorlied by the Recon- 
Btructlon Finance Corporation to 7.396 
banks and trust companies in an aggre- 
gate amount ot $2,350,000,000. but of 
this sum $345,000,000 was withdrawn or 
cancelled and $140,000,000 has not yet 
been taken out by the borrowers. 

Simplification of Bank Checks 

New York.— In a bulletin Issued by 
the Bank Management Commission of 
the American Bankers Association, 
plans are descrnied tor carrying on tho 
slmpimcatlon of bank checks, notes, 
drafts and similar Instruments In re 
sped to size and uultormity of arrange- 
ment of subject matter. 

Detailed recommendations for this 
end were tormulated by the.aBBOcla- 
lion about ten years ago, the bulleUn 
■ays, and promulgated by the United 
States Department of Commerce among 
banks, business houses using large 
numbers ot checks, commercial station- 
ers and lithographers. As a result about 
86 per cent adherence to tbo recom- 
mendations was brought about. The 
present bulletin, which describes the 
standard Bpeclflcallons In full. Is issued 
to maintain this high loveL of adher- 
ence to the recommendations. 



NationalBank Notes 

Changes In our money on tho scale 
of about $800,000,000 are now going on 
Ihrongh the retirement of national 
bank notes. This is renected In increas- 
ing deposits In tho Treasury of lawful 
money to replace bonds held agalnsi 
outstanding notes which' will require 
Bomc lime tor withdrawal from circulu- 

The change In the currency will re- i 
quire a considerable shift ot bank funds 
in many cases, but It is doubtful If so I 
large a volume of currency has ever 
been retired and replaced in any coun 
try with BO mtle disturbance.
